London, May 7.—King Edward 
VII, who returned to England from 
a vacation a few days ago, in the best 
of health, died at 11.45 last night in 
the presence of his family after an 
illness of jess than a week, which was 
serious hardly more than three days. 

The Prince of Wales succeeded to 
the Crown immeliately, according to 
laws of the Kingdom, without any of- 
ficial ceremony, 

His first official act was to despatch 
to the Lord Mayor of London, the 
announcement of his father’s death, 
in pursuance of ancient custom. His 
telegram read: “I am deeply grieved 


/to inform you that my beloved father, 


the King, passed away peacefully at 
11.45 tonight.” 

(Signed) GEORGE.

They 
appear to have originated south of 
North Portal in North Dakota, and 
have undoubtediy created alarm 
among incoming settlers as to the 
conditions they will have to meet. 
There is apparently no more founda- 
tion for this report than a very rigid 
examination by very competent agents 
of all stock crossing the ‘border and 
the destruction of infected animals, 
averaging less than one per cent. 

The increased average of freight ac- 
conypanying all settlers Western Can- 
ada, however, indicate the steady 
improvement of the class of, people 
both from across the seas and from 
the states now crowding into the 
country. Railway officials generally 
assert that this is one of the best 
aspects of the years’ movement. 

The activity of contractors inquir- 
ing about the work on the proposed 
Hudson Bay line indicate the serious- 
ness with which the project is now 
being regarded by all classes. A great 
bridge must be erected at The Pass 
across the junction of the North and 
South Saskatchewan, and this will 
require half a million dollars. It 
is understood this ds to be the first 
big contract for the work to be award- 
ed. The Canadian Northern railway 
has a branch to that point and the 
government will erect a huge store- 
house in that locality which avill be 
the general base for operations into 
the interior. Jt is to be a bridge of 
steel and conercte capable of carry- 
ing two tracks and the heaviest load 
of steel grain. cars. 

Pacific Grain Route 

If there is one thing more popu- 
lar in’ Western Canada than the 
idea of sending grain to Europe iby 
way of Hudson Bay it is the idea of 
reaching the ultimate Muropean mar- 
ket via the Pacific coast. ach pro- 
ject has its advocates, but the farm- 
ers of all that section of Alberta 
south of the Red Deer River are urg- 
ing the Ifacific route as the most econ- 
emical and it is for them because 
the rate to the coast from that sec- 
tion of the west on grain makes the 
western route desirable, North of the 
river, however, the Hudson Bay route 
is fvored, for it is supposed to ex- 
tend from Edmonton west 800 miles. 

Farmers generally through Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta are enthusias- 
tically in favor of further émprove- 
ment in the facilities for getting their 
grain out of the country. In this con- 

section, too, the complaint 
farmers’ assosiations in the west are 
making over the steady increase in 
the price of farm implements. They 
have examples before them of the 
new immigrants from the States, com- 
paring ‘prices of similar articles pur- 
chased here and on the other side 
and they assert that the price is 
against the farmer in Western Can- 
ada, Toronto ships a huge quantity 
of farm implements into the west and 
is the largest manufacturer of im- 
plements used iby farmers of West- 
ern Canada, but big companies in St. 
Paul and Chicago continue to ship 
heavily into this section. As much 
on this account as the formation of 
the great cement merger, the farm- 
ers have greeted the report of the in- 
troduction of the anti-combine bill 
in the house this week with much in- 
terest.
